Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 C.F.R. 1.114, the 
Amendment and Applicant's Arguments/Remarks, all filed 02/07/05 is acknowledged. 

Claims 18-28 and 30 are pending. Claims 18-28 and 30 are subject to an 
Election/Restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 8-27 and 30, drawn to a method for preparing a physiologically 
compatible film, classified in class 427, subclass 355. 

II. Claim 28, drawn to a non-self-adhering film, classified in class 424, subclass 49. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Group I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the invention of Group II (claim 28) can be made by a completely different process 
involving different steps and/or a different order of the steps. For example, the product could be 
made by combining all of the dry ingredients, followed by the subsequent addition of the solvent, 
followed by stirring to produce a homogeneously formed mixture, followed by lyophilization to 
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remove the solvent. The product of the Group II invention can be made in the absence of 
electrolytes and does not require the ionization steps required in the Group I process steps. The 
distinct groups would require completely different searches in both patent and non-patent 
databases, based on their distinct classification, and there is no expectation that the searches 
would be coextensive. Thus, the inventions of Groups I and II have distinct issues regarding 
patentability. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
